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I  HE  following  history  and  geanology  was  secured 
and  compiled  as  follow^:  1st— From  the  records 
set  out  in  the  old  (1870)  Victor  family  bible;  this  bible 
is  still  in  the  family.  An  older  bible  containing  other 
dates  of  the  earlier  births,  marriages  and  records  was 
destroyed  by  cyclone  on  the  old  Jacob  Victor  home¬ 
stead  near  Gardner,  Kans.  in  1870. 

2nd— From  abstracts,  from  records  of  vital  statistics  obtained 
by  the  compiler,  thru  correspondence. 

3rd— Oral,  written  by  Robert  W.  Victor,  (youngest  son  of 
Jacob  Victor)  in  1918,  and  given  to  his  son  Earl  Z. 
Victor,  of  Salida,  Colo.,  which  oral  history  follows 
herewith. 

“John  Victor,  David  Victor,  Jacob  Victor,  (3  brothers)  Ser- 
epta  Victor  and  another  sister,  name  unknown,  born 
of  German  parents  in  Penn.,  moved  to  Greensberg, 
Green  County,  Ky.  in  1818.

No  record  of  death  of  David  Victor,  except  that  he  is  buried 
in  an  unmarked  grave  in  old  Victor  family  lot  at  Gard¬ 
ner,  Kans.;  a  daughter  Mary  Victor,  married  Henry 
Kirby;  is  buried  as  last  stated  above,  died  May  29,  1917.
